-fl A president ol Holmes Community Col- 

lege has left his own indelible mark on I lolmes 
Community College. Perhaps it is in the faculty and 
staff that he has hired. Perhaps it is in the buildings 
that have been built. But in each year of a president’s 
tenure, there are important changes made. 

In this, the third year of llohnes Community 
College president Dr. Starkey A. Morgan, Sr.'s tenure, 
many remarkable changes have been made. 

One of great note is the resurgence of the Develop- 
ment Foundation, which had been dormant lor sev- 
eral years. The foundation w as created in the late 70s 
to provide a vehicle to raise funds from private 
sources, an idea which becomes more and more 
important as funds from the legislature become in- 
creasingly more difficult to obtain. 

Headed by Dr. Don Phillips, the group is made up 
of 30 men and women representing the nine counties 
that make up the I lolmes district w ho arc' committed 
to promoting 1 lolmes and raising funds for its "Light- 
ing the \\ ay campaign. 

The major fund-raising effort is intended 10 supply 
those resources needed to continue the college's com- 
prehensive program of instruction, student services 
and activities, adult and continuing education, com- 
munity services, and economic development and in- 
dustrial service to the citizens of its nine-county 
district. 

A significant portion ol the the goal has been met 
under the auspices of the Kelly Gene Cook. Sr. 
Foundation. Mrs. Peggy Cook of I louston. Tex. and 
odier representatives of the foundation announced a 
$500,000 challenge to 1 lolmes during homecoming 
festivities. I tider the terms of this challenge, if the 
( ollege i an t aise $500,000. the Cook F oundation w ill 
match that with an additional $500,000. thus accom- 
plishing the goal ol a $ 1 million endowment. 

As a token of their commitment to Holmes, Mrs. Cook 
presented Dr. Morgan a check for $100,000 that repre- 
sents a match for the $100,000 already existing in the 
Holmes Development Foundation. 

As a tribute to Kelly Gene Cook. Sr., who is an alumnus 
ol Holmes, the new residence hall on the Goodman 
Campus will carry his name. 

In January, ground was broken on the new men s dorm, 
which will be located in a pine grove, overlooking the lake 
on the western side of (he campus. 

1 he hall will house 75 students and include an apart- 
ment for a dorm supervisor and a weight room. The two- 
story structure will have a total area of 1 7, 620 square feet. 

I lie institution that Dr. Starkey A. Morgan, Sr. has led 
this year is one of progress, movement, and growth which 
will he felt for decades to come. 
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E he Fashion Merchandising course ol study prepares a student 
for a career in a variety of jobs in the clothing industry. Through 
working with fabrics and styles, as well as marketing and sales, 
students learn about the fashion business from designer to manufac- 
turer to retailer to consumer. 

In Fashion Clothing and Selection students examine factors which 
influence wardrobe planning includingcolor, line, and design. Through 
use of the Ideal Silhouette software package, the students learn which 
clothing details are best for each type of figure and how to camouflage 
figure faults. 

Fashion Merchandising is an introductory fashion course that 
exposes the students to many of the concepts of the fashion industry 
and its relationship to retail merchandising The students study the 
evolution of fashion including haute couture and foreign and domestic 
designers Students complete a report on a favorite designer. 

In Fashion Buying and Coordination the functions of a buyer and 
fashion coordinator within the retail operation, including how to track 
fashion trends. All aspects of merchandising math are covered from 
markup to six month buying plans. The students research trends 
through Womens Wear Daily and other fashion publications. Stu- 
dents present a color, textile, and accessory trend report.

The examination of natural and man-made fibers and yams to 
determine the type of weave or knit, is one part of the course Fashion 
and Household Fabrics. Such laboratory tests as the burn, acetone, and 
chloring bleach tests are used to identify fabrics. Students also leam 
about the finishes and care of textiles. 

The Salesmanship course exposes the students to the fundamental 
steps in the selling process. Everything from how to deal with different 
personalities to business etiquette is included in the course. 

Writing advertising objectives, selecting target markets, setting 
budgets, and selecting the proper media to use for an ad campaign is 
covered in Advertising Principles. Each student will prepare and ad 
layout in the print media area and a radio spot and storyboard for a TV 
spot in the process of completing and ad campaign for one product or 
service 

In Principles of Marketing, students study the movement of goods 
from the producer to consumer through the various channels of 
distribution, functions of marketing, including promotion, and the 
social and economic implications. 

A Modeling course designed to practice modeling and to train 
students to be a professional models. Students participate in fashion 
shows, tea room modeling, and perform for other audiences.

For two years the idea of an astronomy laboratory was tossed 
around between Holmes instructors Luther Boggan and Michael 
Burchfield. Basically, the laboratory they had discussed would be a 
shed with a sliding roof. After meeting with Holmes’ president Dr. 
Starkey A. Morgan, Sr., and then-vice-president Dr. Tommy Davis in 
1990, Boggan and Burchfield were instructed to make plans and 
gather costs for an even better facility. 

Boggan and Burchfield began their research by visiting Clark 
Observa-Dome and the Millsaps Observatory of Jackson. They 
researched written materials, consulted persons concerning the 
business of building, and gathered costs of the structure and instru- 
ments. After gathering costs and making plans, Boggan and Burchfield 
selected a site for the observatory. The observatory would be built on 
the hill on the southwest side of the school’s lake. After the plans were 
approved by Dr. Morgan and Dr. Davis, a presentation was made 
before the board by Boggan, Burchfield, Dr. Morgan, and Dr. Davis. 
The board unanimously approved the plans. 

Work on the observatory began in Sept. 1990 with the help of 
many Holmes instructors and private businesses. On Sept. 28, 1991 
work was completed when the 14 inch Schmidt-Casegrain telescope 
made by Celestron was installed. On the evening of Sept. 28, the first 
light seen was Saturn. 

The observatory project was made possible by the help of many 
individuals, but funding of the observatory made it even more 
possible. In Nov. of 1990 Michael Burchfield wrote two proposals to 
the National Science Foundation for the telescope and other instru- 
ments. The proposals were accepted and the project was funded 
through the Instrumental and Laboratory Improvement Program 
which is part of the National Science Foundation. 

Because Holmes Community College was one of the schools 
accepted, Burchfield and Boggan were invited to come speak to the 
American Astronomical Society in Atlanta, Ga. They spoke on how 
the grants would be used in the building of the observatory. 

The observatory is now being used by the astronomy students. 
Soon a computer and other instrumentation will be moved to the 
observatory to enable students to accomplish even greater things 
with the use of the observatory.

The Grenada Center, long 
known for its excellent nursing 
program, has added a new di- 
mension to its medical classes, 
Medical Tenmnolo gy. 


Medical Terminology is a language all its own. Most of the words are 
of Greek and Latin derivative so sometimes two different words can 
mean the same thing. This can sometimes make an already complex 
even more confusing; however, the key to learning medical terminol- 
ogy is to learn the meaning of the roots, prefixes and suffixes. If this can 
be accomplished, many medical terms can be 
deciphered simply by breaking the word down 
into parts. 

The textbook that we are using, Terminol- 
ogy For Allied Health Professionals, is de- 
signed to give brief lessons in anatomy and 
physiology. Each body system and all body 
parts are addressed in the book with supple- 
mentary vacabualary included with each chap- 
ter There is also a list of roots, prefixes and 
suffixes and their difinitions appropriate to 
each system, abbreviations commonly used, 
and drugs used in medical treatment. The 
book also discusses the make-up of a medical 
record such a shistories, physicals, discharge 
summaries and operative reports. 

Memorization plays a large role in learning 
medical terminoology but a great deal is learned 
by working with the terms m a medical set- 
ting. A course such as this is just the beginning 
of developing a medical vocabulary for any- 
one interested in working in the medical pro- 
fession.

The 
student must have plans to 
obtain a degree in medicine, 
dentistry, nursing, pharmacy, or 
some other health-related field. 
If selected for the scholarship, 
the recipient will be provided 
tuition for all required courses 
toward reaching the respective 
medically related time to caring 
for the non-paying patient. 

Recipients of the scholarship 
are chosen each spring by an 
independent board of directors, 
with board members represent- 
ing Holmes Community Colelge 
and the Massey family.

MIKE ESPY 

Commencement Speaker 

Congressman Mike Espy, who represents 
Mississippi’s Second Congressional Dis- 
trict. is currently serving in his second term 
in Washington. 

Undaunted by the fact that he was the 
youngest Democratic House member in the 
100th congress. Espy worked to pass the 
Lower Mississippi River Valley Delta Devel- 
opment Act, becoming the only freshman 
member of congress to pass a major piece of 
legislation. The act will serve as a design for 
economic development in a seven-state area 
including Mississippi. Arkansas, and Louisi- 
ana. 

Espy introduced and subsequently worked 
for the passage of the bill designating Na- 
tional Catfish Day. focusing attention from 
points around the globe on the catfish indus- 
tiy. The popular pond-raised fish, fast be- 
coming a mainstay of American menus, is 
responsible for the employment of 17,000 
constituents who reside in Espy’s district. 

The Yazoo City native is a member of both 
the Agricultural Committee, the House Bud- 
get Committee, and the Select Committteee 
on Hunger. In addition, he lends his exper- 
tise to four subcommittees of the Agriculture 
Committee. 

As a member of these committees. Espy 
has been able to make certain that programs, 
such as the Women. Infants and Children 
Food Program, continue. Espy worked dili- 
gently on the Rural Economic Bill. 

On the state level. Espy was appointed 
last year to chair the Mississippi chapter of 
the Democratic Leadership Council. 

Although his victoiy in 1986 granted him 
his first elective office, he served more than 
six years in state government. The Yazoo 
County public servant served as managing 
attorney with Central Mississippi Legal Ser- 




vices. Assistant Secretaiy of State, and Assistant 
Attorney General. As chief of the consumer Pro- 
tection Division in the Attorney Generals's office, 
Espy helped return more than $2 million to victims 
of consumer fraud in the 18 months preceding his 
resignation to run for a seat in the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 

Espy graduated from Howard University in 
Washington. D.C.. with a degree in political 
science, and the University of Santa Clara Law 
School, in Santa Clara. Calif. He has two children. 
Jamilla and Michael.
